Mr. Greco was contacted by the Cambridge Retirement Board Executive Director 
Ellen Philbin after she was contacted by Ms. Maher regarding Ms Maher previous 
buyback.

have her Board vote to accept the liability. Based on the information Mr. Steele 
made a motion to have Cambridge accept the 3 years and 11 months of 
creditable service, seconded by Mr. Hughes the motion was approved by 
unanimous vote.
